The auhtor of Country lawyer (Book ist 36:7, 
S 39) contributes more pleasant reminiscences, 
this time about his own student days in the 
1890’s. Hobart College, the family’s long-suf- 
fering alma mater, and the law school at Al- 
bany were the scenes of his youthful antics, 
and the source of amusing anecdotes about 
unusual personalities among his professors 
and friends. His successful courtship of the 
beautiful and closely-guarded blonde student 
at a nearby girls’ school makes a story that 
could easily be elaborated into a novel.

Come in, spinner! Morrow, $3.50. Febru- 
ary 21. 

Wartime in an Australian luxury hotel, where, 
against a background of black marketing, 
well heeled and often arrogant Yanks, antics 
of the spoiled rich and constant gambling in 
everything from spinning pennies to faro, the 
operators in the hotel beauty salon gamble 
with their happiness. Deborah contemplates 
leaving her husband for a wealthy middle- 
aged Australian, Val withdraws into a selfish 
lonely life, Alice’s sister dies of an abortion, 
Claire and her fiancé gamble hopefully to get 
money for their marriage, Guinea is dazzled 
by the wealthy Americans, but turns to her 
old sweetheart for help when her sister is 
drugged and forced into a brothel. Everyone 
in the end is drawn to the most honorable and 
loyal solution. Not remarkable, but a satis- 
factory package of romances in a different 
setting.

A woman awaiting trial for treason in France 
after the war reveals the events of her life 
that led to the charge of treason. It is not a 
direct narrative but a subjective mixture of 
present and past in which the woman gives 
indication of her marriage to an American 
officer, their development of a code built on 
obscure connotations of words, her affair with

the man whom she met while on a code as- 
signment in the Pacific, imprisonment in a 
Japanese camp, escape, recapture, shipment to 
Paris by the Germans, her compelling love for 
a German officer and betrayal of the code. 
Some of the conversation, especially about 
the code, sounds like riddles, and, in spite of 
the first person approach, the motivation of 
the woman is not always clear yet the inter- 
est is sustained. 


Home, Michael. A grain of the wood. Mac- 
millan, $3.

In a quiet, undramatic story, characterized by 
smooth writing and likeable characters, we 
follow the determined, chosen way of Ted 
Burling’s life. Beginning fearfully, for he had 
neither money nor knowledge, he launched an 
antique business in rural England, holding 
painfully to honesty and integrity, contenting 
himself with small profits and slowly learning 
about furniture, glass and all the old handi- 
crafts. For years he had two motives—suc- 
cess in business and revenge on the rival deal- 
er who had cheated and laid him open to 
ridicule. A satisfactory tale, with many side- 
lights on changes in the antique business. 


Koestler, Arthur. The age of 
Macmillan, $3.50. February 26. 


In an unnamed year of the 1950’s the people 
of Paris live in an atmosphere of alternate 
crises and tension as the renamed Common- 
wealth of Freedomloving Peoples pressures 
and bullies the world into weakness and inde- 
cision preparatory to taking it over. Around 
the fragile symbolic story of a pampered 
American girl’s love affair with a communist 
agent is built a massive structure of trenchant 
political and philosophical comment and 
shrewd characterization, beside heavy satire 
and rather awkward caricature of recogniz- 
able intellectuals. Man, says the author, is the 
victim of his own longing for a god in which 
to believe and in his desire has snatched with- 
out success at any and all substitutes. In a 
belated awakening to the fact that her lover is 
a Soviet spy, the girl shoots but merely 
wounds him. As enemy planes appear the 
individuals, true to type, plan to flee, to go 
underground, or to change their beliefs to 
suit the invader—all in a general atmosphere 
of gloom and defeat.

Boynton, Richard W. Beyond mythology; 


a challenge to dogmatism in religion. 
1951. 257p. Doubleday, $3. 


Admittedly controversial, this discussion fol- 
lowing along the lines of naturalistic philos- 
ophy is addressed to those laymen who are 
unable to reconcile Christian doctrines with 
the knowledge present-day scientific reason- 
ing has provided about the nature of man 
and the universe. Asserts that religious dog- 
mas formulated centuries ago to account for 
what was considered unknowable, are fos- 
silized and meaningless; values, by which 
man measures his needs and aspirations, are 
the legitimate business of religion; the re- 
ligious man is one who sees his values clear- 
ly and lives accordingly. A stimulating and 
disturbing book; potential dynamite in some 
libraries.

Results of modern humor, he believes, are 
still the same as in primitive times—a feeling 
of superiority over others and a relaxation 
from tension.

A novelist takes an unconventional step, ex- 
ploring possibilities, checking results and con- 
vincing skeptics of the abilities of an ex- 
perienced dowser. He enumerates impressive 
successes in finding water sources in unlikely 
spots, including the location and successful 
digging of three wells in waterless Bermuda. 
He fulminates against perverse scientists who, 


to his mind, devise unrelated tests, individuals 
who refuse to carry out instructions, and 
officials who refuse the public the benefit of 
the dowser’s findings, but records gratefully 
the cooperation of some scientists. Readers 
will fall readily into opposing camps, accord- 
ing to their preconceptions, but the author’s 
purpose is a serious one and his claims well 
supported by proof.

Eminently sensible, unemotional and _ based 
on a sound understanding of both psychology 
and religion, this handbook avoids autocratic 
imposition of either and emphasizes the use 
of religion in promoting strength and insight 
rather than dependence. Discusses such gen- 
eral aspects of counseling as the attitudes 
and relationships of pastor and counselee, 
implications and reorientation of the guilt 
feeling, the place of prayer, and counseling’s 
use in more specific situations such as mar- 
riage, bereavement, choice of vocation, and 
true religious problems not arising from 
emotional conflict.

Investi- 
gates the motives, methods and repercussions 
of the assassinations of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, Giacomo Matteotti, Alexander of 
Yugoslavia, Barthou, Dollfuss, Trotsky, and 
a little-known agent who repudiated the GPU 
in its early days. Relates the stories of the 
mass murders that gave power to the military 
regime in Japan, the liquidations in Russia, 
and the purge of the Nazi party, and specu- 
lates on the disappearance of two White Rus- 
sian generals, and the possible murder of 
Lenin.

the close relationship between crime and 
politics and the general condoning of per- 
sonal crime in our civilization which leads the 
weak and unguided into further distortion of 
values. Though the doctor is human enough 
to appreciate a good story and to tell it well, 
accounts of a prison break, a berserk labora- 
tory attendant, a series of women smuggled 
into the prison, and a sadistic artist are un- 
sensational.

Even though the book gives the im- 
pression of having been cut rather ruthlessly, 
it contains a wealth of history, beginning with 
De Soto’s treasure hunt, reviewing the wars 
of the revolution and of rebellion, and the 
reconstruction, telling of Watson and Tillman, 
the first of the demagogues, of the rafters 
and tugboats, and concluding with a tribute 
to the harbor’s importance in World War II.

This marks the trail of creeping communism 
in Czechoslovakia, with the emphasis not on 
events but the temper of mind which made 
it possible and the extent to which the Soviet 
has exploited it. The author, who was active 
in the social democrat party before the coup 
of February, 1948, shows the degree to which 
years of occupation, deprivation and horror 
had destroyed the will power and moral 
courage of the people, leaving only the in- 
stinct for self-preservation and the acceptance 
of might as right. He goes on to cite the 
Soviet use of the collaborationist threat to 
force individuals to join the party, the good 
intentions and weak convictions of the fellow 
travellers, the dramatization of the Soviet 
strength and the West’s weakness. Every 
reader of Heym, Eyes of reason (BOOKLIST 
47:205, F 1 51) should also read this.

Expert reporting makes this interpretation 
of MacArthur and his place in Far Eastern 
affairs a natural choice for popular reading 
“Caesar of the Pacific,” the title originally 
announced for this book, apparently reflected 
the author’s preconceived ideas of an im- 
pressive but unsympathetic personality; the 
title finally chosen expresses his revised judg- 
ment of a highly complex character. Making 
due allowances for the bias of informants and 
imperfectly understood oriental psychology, 
he concludes that MacArthur is brilliant, 
idealistic, egotistical, over-optimistic, and 
theatrical; that he is much admired by the 
Japanese, but his subordinates are not; and 
that he has made a good job of the occupation, 
but not as good as he thinks.
